The Bayview-Hunters Point 
Community Housing Planning 
and Development, This program 
will allow residents of the area 
to hire their own staff of archi- 
tects, planners and housing 
experts for the following objec- 
tives: 

To develop a comprehensive 
and detailed social and physical 
plan for the community and for 
the immediate area surrounding 
it. This will be a plan to spec- 
ifically meet the housing and 
welfare needs of local people, 
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To explore ways of allowing 
the residents of Hunters Point 
to participate in the process of 
rebuilding their own com- 
munity, 

Last, to provide advice and 
assistance to local residents 
about specific housing problems 
such as irresponsible landlords 
or the difficulties of finding a 
new home or apartment outside 
the area, 

The last program is called 
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the Bayview-Hunters Point- 
Sunnydale Recreation and Em- 
ployment Expansion Program, 
It will provide increased recre- 
ational, athletic and cultural 
activities for low-income resi- 
dents of the areas as well as 
increasing the number of jobs 
available to these residents in 
the field of recreation,

Housing Authority Evicts 
on Extra Charges 


ThesSan-Francisco Housing 
Authority, supposedly a public 
agency is a champion at ¢reat- 
ing unnecessary and auxiliary 
charges against its tenants, 

With low income _ units 
throughout the city the Housing 
Authority is supposed to serve 
those that need assistance, and 
provide housing for those that 
can not afford to live in private 
housing, 

Administrators in the Hous- 
ing Authority claim that they 
are like a business, and there- 
fore they must charge extrafor 
things that cost them extra, 
consequently a tenant may be 


injuries that he did not cause, 
like a charge for a broken win- 
dow, or a charge for a stopped 
up toilet. 

The Housing Authority’s pri- 
mary responsibility is to pro- 
vide housing at ratesits tenants 
can afford, and not to make mon- 
ey off the tenants, 

They usually start with a low 
base rent, and then various 
auxiliary charges are added to 
the monthly rent when the 
Housing Authority has to make 
various repairs, These extra 
monthly charges usually make 
living in public housing more 
expensive than living in private 


The following are a list of a 
few of the extra charges that 
are added to the monthly rent of 
the tenant; 1. A charge for having 
a policeman let you into your 
apartment with his master key, 
2. A charge for replacing a bro- 
ken window, eventhough youare 
not at fault, 3, A charge for 
grass maintenance, 4, A charge 
to patch holes in walls and wood- 
work, 5. A charge for failing to 
water, your grass. 6. A charge 
for utilities, 


The worst part about all of 
these charges is that they be- 
come a part of the rent due at 


increase a person’s rent as 
much as twenty dollars, and 
most families can not afford 
such rent increases, because 
they don’t have the money-- 
otherwise they would not be liv- 
ing in the project housing, And 
to make a bad situation worse, 
the Housing Authority refuses to 
accept partial payment of rent, 
so if a tenant sends his regular 
monthly rent without sending 
money for extra charges his 
money is not accepted, andheis 
immediately threatened with 
eviction unless full payment is 
made, 


This is obviously unfair to the 


tenants, for even in private 
housing a tenant is not faced 
with eviction because he can not 
pay his utility bill, or the plumb- 
er, and carpenter, It is time 
that the Housing Authority 
review its policies, and get rid 
of some of its mercenary prac- 
tices, and become an.agency to 
serve the needs of the people, 
I strongly suggest that the Exec- 
utive Director resolve this 
matter soon,

FALSE FIRE ALARMS 
CAUSE CONCERN 


It has been brought to the 
attention of the SPOKHSMAN 
that the increasing rate of false 
alarms throughout the city is 
becoming of great concern to 
the San Francisco Fire Depart- 
ment and to residents in the 


: city. 


In a recent meeting, William 
F, Murray, chief of the San 
Francisco Fire Department in- 
formed Harold Brooks that 
there had been over 4,547 false 
fire alarms over the past year. 
There were some instances 
where firemen were seriously 
injured in an effort to get toa 
fire that later turned out to 
be a false alarm. Itwas brought 
out that in some areas, fire- 
men were actually attacked by 
rock-throwing youth. There 
were other cases where youth 
layed in the streets, hindering 
firemen from getting to a fire. 

Due to the fact that many 
of these false alarms have oc- 
curred in the Bayview-Hunters 
Point Area, the concern iseven 
greater. It was recently re- 
ported that in one day, out of 22 
false alarms, over one third 
were in the Hunters Point Area, 
which does not look good at all. 

Making false alarms is noth- 
ing to be proud of, especially 
when there may be a real need 
for fire equipment elsewhere 
in the city. There have been 
cases when firemen were going 
to a false fire alarm and at 
the same time an apartment 
and/or property was being de- 
stroyed by fire.

In Butchertown O.K. 


Despite local Hunters Point- 
Bayview objections, the Federal 
Aviation Authority has an- 
nounced that the India Basin 
Airport is ‘‘acceptable’ with 
minor provisions. 

Provisions call for removal 
of the KSFO tower and aPG&F 
power line. KSFO would have 
to relocate their tower at great 
expense; they plan to continue 
their protest of the area as 
an airport site. 

The four page report states 
that at the last FAA meeting,

Curley is a strong willed, dedicated worker with your best 
interest in mind. Stop and talk to him, dig what he tells you, and 
he will dig what you have to tell him. He is planning with you, 
not for you! 

Lenneal Henderson may not be as well known to you as Curley 
is because he does not live here in Hunters Point. He was raised 
here as a boy, and knows your problems well. I have never seen 
a more dedicated worker in my life. 

In any conference or function that in any way concerns the 
youth, particularly the youth of the Bayview-Hunters Point area, 
you will see him actively participating for you. He is a fact man! 
If you need statistics or facts on something, Lenneal is the man 
to see. He takes the facts and form arguments that you simply 
wouldn’t believe. 

At the conference table he is so verbally articulate that he 
quickly eliminates arguments with knowledge and a true gift of 
high intelligence. Lenneal will be a sophomore at City College 
next semester, and is majoring in Political Science. 

Lenneal is shy, humble and quiet. He does not like to have 
compliments given to him, but I must say that as long as we have 
Lenneal Henderson, Hunters Point won’t be a slum for long. 

Lenneal is absolutely tireless. He exerts all of his time 
and energy to Youth Conferences and meetings. He spends more 
time reading and studying than the average teenager spends 
sleeping. Atnineteen, he has the respect and admiration of probably 
more people than the mayor of San Francisco. 

He follows an unbeatable success pattern that few people 
can challenge or even come close to. He works not for himself, 
but rather for his Community. ens 

I have just presented you with a paradox. A dropout, anda 
college student. Two extremes, but still two success stories. 

A gay-popping, soulful, swinging, funloving soul brother, 
and a quiet thoughtful scholar, Both are willing to work with you, 
the youth of Hunters Point; so help them out, too. 

You might care to join the ‘‘in crowd’’ too. All it takes is 
a really sincere interest and a devotion to yourself and your 
community.

Dear Mrs. J. 

Since you already have four 
children you are a fertile wo- 
man. That means you conceive 
easily. If you were to stop 
taking the pills you would be 
as fertile as before, but no 
more likely to have twias or 
triplets than before. You can- 
not afford to take the chance 
of doing without contraceptives, 
either the pills or ofusing some 
other very reliable birth con- 
trol method. The ones our doc- 
tors recommen highly are the 
pills, IUD, the diaphragm, or 
the condom for your husband 
and the foam for you. 

Have you been to Planned 
Parenthood? It?s worth the 
small fee to learn what the 
various methods are, how they 
work, and which provide the 
most protection.

Dear Ruth: 

I just discovered that ’m 
going to have a baby. Pm not 
married and I don’t want a 
baby. What am I going to do?

Dear Bab, 

D o you want me to tell 

you something? I don’t want 


you to have that baby either 
because a baby should be wanted 
and wished for by every woman 
who is pregnant. Furthermore, 
every baby should have afather 
who is happy and willing to 
share his life and his work 
and his love with his family. 
But you mustn’t try to undo it 
aow. You could hurt yourself 
very badly, or even die. So, 
I advise you very urgeatly to 
have the help of a social worker 
during your pregnancy to en- 
sure the best care for yourself 
and your baby, and especially 
to help you make plans for 
after the baby comes. 

But above all--right after 
your baby is born, make an 
appointment at Planned Par- 
enthood to learn all about ‘he 
ways in which you can avoid 
prezgaancy.

Dear Anxious Mother of Eight: 

Your question is one of those 
that can’t be answered posi- 
tively - and certainly shouldn’t 
be answered without a medical 
examination. Doctors advise a 
woman to use contraceptives to 
prevent pregnancy for a year 
after the menstrual periods 2nd. 
My advice is -- visit your doc- 
tor or clinic, have a simple 
‘“‘pap”’ test every year for can- 
cer, and continue to use con- 
traceptives under medical 
supervision, as long as the 
doctor things it wise. I can 
well understand that you are 
anxious not to add to your fam- 
ily and your wish to be in 
good physical condition to cope 
with the eight you already have. 


Welfare 
Rights! 


PERSONAL PROPERTY 

Families receiving AFDC 
may have up to $500 worth of 
personal property. Personal 
property may be a savings ac- 
count, a car, cashable insur- 
ance policies, burial plots, or 
money on hand. The total value 


of these may not be more than © 


$600. The value of household 
furniture and appliances is NOT 
counted toward the $600 
personal property allowance. 

A family would be eligible 
if they had a car worth $400 
and $200 in a savings account 
or in cash. They would be eli- 
gible if they had $600 in cash 
but no car. 


Life or burial insurance pol- 
icies do NOT have to be turned 
in; even if their cash value 
puts the family over $600 an 
adjustment can usually be made 
with the insurance company. 
These policies begin to have a 
cash value only after about 
three years. A $500 burial pol- 
icy which was five years old 
would probably have a cash 
value of only $25 so that the 
welfare department would count 

, only $25 toward the $600 allow- 
ance, 


The important thing is that 
families may apply for and re- 
ceive AFDC and still keep up 
to $600 in cash or savings or 
other personal property. 
THERE IS NO NEED TO WAIT 
UNTIL ALL YOUR SAVINGS 
AND OTHER RESOURCES ARE 
GONZ BEFORE MAKING AN 
APPLICATION FOR AFDC,

Summer Youth Program 
Prepares For Action 


The officers and staff of the 
Summer Youth Work and Recre- 
ation Program, sponsored by 
the E.O,C., met in the Gold 
Room of the Bayview Commun- 
ity Center Monday for the pur- 
pose of orientating its staff as 
to the procedure it will go 
about in carrying out its pro- 
gram. 

The Program was originally 
called ‘‘Operation Motivation’. 
It was later re-written by John 
Dukes, Joe Bailey and Jessie 
James. The program then be- 
came known as the Summer 
Youth Work and Recreation 
Program. 

The program is primarily 
designed to prove that there is 
a need for a program of this 
sort in the community. Guy 
Rogers, Director of the pro- 
gram, and his other aids, are 
hoping that the program will 
eventually grow to be a year 
round thing. 

‘There will be thirty teams, 
each team having a team leader 
with ten (10) members. Each 
child is to work four hours 
per day at the rate of $25.00 
per week, for eight (8) weeks. 
The afternoon will be spent 
in cultural activities such as: 
plays, concerts, baseball 
games, basketball games, 
swimming lessons, bowling les- 
sons and the like. Children can 
decide activities of their own. 
The primary purpose of this 
activity is (1) to give them a 
chance to know what life is out- 
side of their own neighborhood; 
(2) to develop business skills 
to build confidence in them- 
selves. 

The staff will consist of 
people from each of the four 
target areas: Hunters Point, 


Chinatown, Western Addition 
and the Mission District. It will 
consist of one (1) project co- 
ordinator, one (1) Education Co- 


ordinator, four (4) Youth Super- 


visors and thirty (80) Team 


leaders from each of the four — 


target areas.

Know your consumer rights re- 
garding -- Auto Insurance 
Cancellation, 

No insurance policy covering 


' private passenger automobiles 


may be cancelled during the 
policy period except for certain 
specific reasons, 

I, CANCELLATION during first 
60 days, 


Within a 60 day period after _ 


the policy is issued, the insur- 
ance company is permitted to 


. cancel the policy onthe grounds 


that the ‘‘riskis unacceptable.’’ 
The cancellation must explain 
the factors involving what it 
considers a “risk,’? But, this 
section cannot be used to cancel 
a person’s insurance because of 
‘race, color, religion, national 
origin or ancestry.’’ 

Il, CANCELLATION after 60 
days. 

Breach of contract or im- 
proper conduct by the person 
insured, That is,the policy will 
be cancelled for obtaining the 
insurance through a material 
misrepresentation, falsely an- 
swering application questions, 
violating any of the terms or 
conditions of the policy, or mak- 
ing a fraudulent claim under the 
policy. 

If any operator insured pre- 
sents an unusual hazard, When 
any operator of the car has had

Harold Brooks, Community 
Organizer for the past seven 
months, has the following ob- 
servations and comments based 
on his experience with the Com- 
munity Action Program. 

First, there is always a need 
for policy direction from a well 
informed Area Planning Board, 
From this should come a proce- 
dure for the local staff of the 
CAP that is developed out of 
administrative staff meetings. 
Staff should be cembined under 
one supervisory head with an 
assistant to bethe aide for com- 
munity organization, 

Freedem should be given to 
specialized staff to use self- 
creativeness and intelligence to 
do assigned tasks, They need to 
be able to share in making de- 
cisions that affect them and the 
goals they are working for. 
Above all there is a need for 
information as to what is going 
on at all EOC levels, board level 
and staff level. This should be 
followed by overall cooperation 
and support. 2 

Overall, there is much tight- 
ening needed, from administra- 
tion ondownto the clerical staff, 
We recognize that all of us are 
in some sense learning and this 
would intimate a need for close 
communication among all, But 
the constant change in orders 
and ideas makes it extremely 


_ difficult to follow through on 
_ Authority and PG & E is more’ 


projects and plans, 

Further, the Area Planning 
Board might do well to make 
both long and short term plans 
for the area development. That 
is form policies that reflect 
the community as well as group 
thinking. This applies partic- 
ularly to understanding and fol- 
lowing the by-laws and CAP 
GUIDES, An oecasional review 
with elements of the staff to keep 
the board in touch with the com- 
munity, maintenance of up-to- 
date personnel practices, and
